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Foxtails cause 
pet stress 

Pet owners whose animals have not 
picked up a few foxtails this year can 
consider themselves fortunate. Foxtails, 
or whet most people cell "eticity burrs,” 

■earn to be everywhere this time of year. 

A member of the grass family easily car* 
rted by the wind, foxtails abound wherever 
there are weeds; consequently, any animal 
that spends time out of doors Invariably 
comes Into contact with them. 

As a rasult, veterinarians throughout 
the southland report many cases In which 
foxtails have lodged themselves In some 
part of the pet's body. If not removed 
promptly, this may lead to serious In¬ 
fection. 

Says a local practitioner, “Name any 
part of an animal’s anatomy and I’va assn 1 
foxtails there. They get stuck In their 
paws, ears, eyes, anal glanda. I’ve even 
seen them lodged In dogs’ tonsils and 
tracheas and they often penetrate the 
skin.” 

He went on to explain that because 
foxtails have a point which burrowa In, 
they can only travel In one direction, 
“once they get lodged somewhere, we 
have to reach In and remove them sur¬ 
gically.” 

To prevent the problem, pet owners 
are advised to keep the lawn well mowed, 
since weeds and even tall graas facilitates 
the presence of foxtails. Pets should bo 
kept out of weed areas whenever pos¬ 
sible. If the animal does get Into an over¬ 
grown area, check between Its toes, In 
its ears and other body cavities and re¬ 
move any foxtails which may have lodged 
before they can burrow any further In. 
This should be followed up with a good 
brushing and combing to catch any that 
may be caught In the coat. 

With a few precautionary measures, 
your pot should be able to enjoy the sum¬ 
mer, foxtails and all. 

Mussel quarantine 
between now 
and Oct. 31 

The Los Angeles County Department 
of Health Services announced that the an¬ 
nual quarantine of all species of mussels 
is now in effect and will continue until 
Oct. 31. 

The quarantine extends from the Cali- 
fornia-Oregon boundary south to the Cali- 
fornia-Mexico boundary, including all 
bays, Inlets and harbors. 

The quarantine prohibits the taking, 
sale or offering for sale of mussels, ex¬ 
cept for use as fish bait. 

The purpose of the quarantine is to 
protect the public from the toxin-causing 
paralytic shellfish poisoning (PSP) which 
may occur during the warm months. This 
toxin may be found In clams, mussels 
and scallops. These double-shelled fish 
feed on an ocean-living organism which 
is the source of the toxin. 

The public is also warned that the 
dark parts of all clams and scallops must 
be discarded and not eaten because the 
toxin would be concentrated in these 
parts. Only the white meat should be 
eaten. 

The mussels, clams and scallops sold 
in California markets or restaurants 
should pose no risk of paralytic shell¬ 
fish poisoning because they are tested 
for the presence of the toxin prior to sale.

Stop dog bitoo 
In thoir tracks 

As long as mankind 
has been getting mail, 
the confrontation bet¬ 
ween dog and the letter 
carriers has become al¬ 
most classic humor. Is it 
really funny? The Sierra 
Madre Post Office does 
not think so and nei¬ 
ther should anyone in 
this community. 

Last year, more than 
5000 of this nation’s car¬ 
riers were bitten by dogs. 
Many of the injuries 
were serious and some 
of the victims suffered 
permanent disfigure¬ 
ment. The cost to the 
Postal Service and dog 
owners who subsequent¬ 
ly paid both injury cost 
and punitive damages in 
many cases exceeded $3 
million. 

Many more dollars 
and injuries can be 
counted among non-

postal workers and in¬ 
dividuals who were bit¬ 
ten by dogs. Just last 
week one of our car¬ 
riers was bitten by one 
of two dogs who had es¬ 
caped their yard. While 
postal management was 
seeking medical assist¬ 
ance, attending the in¬ 
jured carrier and report¬ 
ing to the local police, 
the dog attacked and bit 
another person on the 
street. 

During the past year, 
three Sierra Madre car¬ 
riers have suffered ser¬ 
ious bites.

that ‘‘He doesn’t bite” 
is not supported by these 
painful statistics. Any 
dog will bite if it feels 
it is protecting its ter¬ 
ritory or its owner. 

The simple solution to 
this problem is for pet 
owners to recognize their 
responsibility to keep 
their dogs restrained by 
a fence or secure leash 
or tether. Dog owners 
who do not restrain 
their pets are risking law¬ 
suits and interruption of 
home mail delivery. 

The Postal Service will 
seek to recover the dam¬ 
ages when a carrier is 
bitten and it counsels its 


bitten carriers wishing to 
sue on their own. 

The Postal Service will 
also interrupt mail deli¬ 
very where loose or 
threatening , dogs are a 
problem — including, in 
extreme cases, to entire 
neighborhoods. Owners 
have been required to 
move their mail boxes to 
the street to protect car¬ 
riers and pick up their 
mail at the post office 
over extended periods 
until arrangements can 
be made. 

These remedies need 
not occur if Sierra Mad¬ 
re residents do their part 
to reduce dog bite in¬ 
juries. With the warm¬ 
er weather, we always 
have an increase in loose 
dogs and bites. Please 
keep your pets properly 
restrained.

Theaters which usually 
Tjriginatc with a group 
ofi^pfcople who just en¬ 
joy putting on a show, 
and want to amuse their 
friends while having a 
high old time themselves. 
These days they have 
pretty high standards out 
of sheer self-preservation 
and produce proven hits 
to oblige their audiences. 
They usually have open 
try-outs where anybody 
with real skills can get 
into the act. These vary 
a lot from theater to 
theater, even from pro¬ 
duction to production. 


depending on who has 
the time for a basically 
recreational activity. Sier¬ 
ra Madre Players, La 
Canada Players, Monro¬ 
via’s Music Hall, are ex¬ 
amples. Theater Ameri¬ 
cana in Altadena has 
been at it for 52 years. 
San Gabriel’s Civic Light 
Opera qualifies, since, in 
spite of its highly-‘‘pro- 
fessional” productions, 
the only actor who was, 
paid in “Annie” was the 
dog. Community thea¬ 
ters feed whatever pro¬ 
fits they make back into 
future productions and 
usually need subsidies 
from interested patrons 
to survive for any length 
of time.

and offer a contract. 
Community theaters 
have only modest yearn¬ 
ings in this direction, but 
the Academy of Drama¬ 
tic Arts depends on it. 
Los Angeles County is, 
understandably, full o( 
showcase theaters.
